Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant's Representative indicated that Caines does not have 
the same number of plurality of cards as the claimed invention (eighteen groups of a plurality of cards). The Examiner 
argued that Caines cards can be grouped in any way in order to have eighteen groups of a pluality of cards. The 
claims only recite functional language or intended use to differentiate the groups of pluraity of cards. There is no 
physical difference between the groups of plurality of cards. The Examiner suggested that the Applicant file a 
contiuation in order to purse the method of playing the game.. 
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
